THE  TOWN  OF 
THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hudson  in  the 
County  of  Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Dr.  H.  O.  Smith  School 
Auditorium  in  said  Hudson  on  Tuesday  the  12th  day  of  March 
next  to  elect  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  by  ballot  for  which 
purpose  the  polls  will  open  at  10:00  A.  M.  and  close  at  8:00  P.  M., 
and  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  at  7  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

1 .  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  numerous  bequests 
as  Trust  Funds,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the 
various  cemetery  lots. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
pledge  the  credit  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  fuil  time  regular  employees 
of  the  Town  Highway  Department  a  pay  increase  of  $.10  per  hour. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  improve  Moody  Street 
with  tarvia  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,750.00  for  the 
same,  upon  petition  of  Mrs.  N.  Bouley  and  others. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  con- 
struct an  "off  street"  parking  area  on  the  land  deeded  to  the  Town 
by  Harry  D.  Emerson  on  Central  Sti'eet  to  be  named  the  Emerson 
Parking  Lot. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  deed  in  full  the  land  and 
building  known  as  Veterans'  Memorial  Hall  to  the  American  Legion, 
Hudson  Post  *48,  Inc.,  with  the  following  provisions : 

1.  In  case  said  Legion  decides  to  sell  or  dispose  of  building 
and  land,  the  Town  of  Hudson  will  be  given  first  refusal. 

2.  Said  Legion  will  provide  a  meeting  place  for  any  other 
veterans'  organization  to  which  the  Town  is  liable  to  furnish 
a  meeting  place  at  a  nominal  fee  for  janitorial  services,  etc. 

3.  Also  providing  that  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  be  appropriated 
this  year  as  a  part  of  repairs  due  on  outside  of  building  and 
American  Legion  assuming  insurance  risk,  upon  petition  of 
Roland  Joyal  and  others. 
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8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  revert  back  to  the  1950  property  valuations  on  all 
property  assessed  by  the  State  Assessors  in  1949,  with  compensating 
adjustments  for  removals  and  additions  to  such  property,  upon  peti- 
tion of  Robert  L.  Levesque  and  others. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  action  taken 
under  Article  7  in  the  1943  Town  Warrant  by  reducing  the  1% 
commission  of  the  Tax  Collector  to  ^%,  upon  petition  of  Robert 
L.  Levesque  and  others. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  advertised  sealed 
bids  of  $150.00  or  more,  of  materials,  supplies  and  services,  other 
than  direct  labor  employment,  wherein  Town  Funds  are  expended, 
except  purchases  of  an  emergency  nature  and  public  utilities.  Bids 
to  be  publicly  opened  and  read  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  awards  made  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder  who  meets  the  specifications  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Emergency  purchases  up  to  $1,000.00  may  be  made  without  the 
aforesaid  procedure  provided  life,  health  and  damage  to  property 
are  involved,  upon  petition  of  Marion  Campbell  and  others. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance of  the  Town  of  Hudson  as  follows: 

Amend  Article  1,  Section  3  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the 
Town  of  Hudson,  New  Hampshire  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
said  Section  3,  the  following  new  paragraph: 
Zone  B  shall  also  include  the  following  described  area:  Be- 
ginning at  the  intersection  of  the  east  line  of  Derr}'  Street  and 
south  line  of  Haverhill  Street,  thence,  ' 

1.  Southerly  by  the  East  side  of  Derry  Street  about  three 
hundred  fifteen  (315)  feet  to  a  point;  thence, 

2.  Easterly  at  right  angles  with  Derry  Street  about  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  (150)  feet  to  a  point;  thence 

3.  Northerly,  parallel  with  Derry  Street  and  one  hundred 
and  fifty  (150)  feet  therefrom,  to  a  point  on  the  southerly 
side  of  Haverhill  Street;  thence, 

4.  Westerly  by  the  southerly  side  of  Haverhill  Street  to  the 
point  of  beginning,  upon  petition  of  Amedee  B.  Desmarais 
and  others. 
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12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance of  the  Town  of  Hudson,  New  Hampshire  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing new  paragraph  to  Section  3,  Article  I  thereby  removing  it 
from  Section  1  Article  I  where  it  is  now  included : 

Zone  B.  Shall  also  include  the  following  described  area :  Be- 
ginning a  point  on  the  northerly  side  of  Elm  Street  and  on  the 
easterly  side  of  Webster  Street  or  the  Litchfield  Road,  thence 
running  easterly  on  Elm  Avenue  one  hundred  (100)  feet  more 
or  less;  thence  running  northerly  parallel  with  said  Webster 
Street  two  hundred  (200)  feet  more  or  less;  thence,  westerly 
at  right  angles  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  the  easterly  line  of 
said  Webster  Street;  thence,  southerly  by  the  easterly  line  of 
Webster  Street  two  hundred  (200)  feet  to  the  point  of  be- 
ginning, upon  petition  of  George  A.  Fuller  and  others. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance of  the  Town  of  Hudson  as  follows: 

Amend  Section  3  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of 
Hudson  New  Hampshire  by  striking  out  after  the  word 
"areas" :    in  the  first  line  the  following. 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  southeasterly  line  of  School  Street, 
said  point  being  three  hundred  feet  from  the  intersection  of 
the  southerly  line  of  School  Street  and  the  easterly  line  of  Li- 
brary Street;  thence  running  southeasterly  parallel  with  and 
three  hundred  feet  from  the  easterly  line  of  Library  Street,  a 
distance  of  one  thousand  feet;  thence  southwesterly  at  an  an- 
gle of  90°  to  a  point  three  hundred  feet  west  of  the  westerly 
line  of  said  Library  Street;  thence  northwesterly  parallel  with 
and  three  hundred  feet  from  Library  Street  to  the  southerly 
line  of  School  Street;  thence  northeasterly  by  the  southerly 
line  of  School  Street  to  the  place  of  beginning,  upon  petition 
of  Donald  Cloutier  and  others. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $400.00  to  the  Merrimack  Valley  Region  Asso- 
ciation for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural 
advantages  and  resources^ of  the  Town  in  cooperation  with  the  37 
other  Communities  in  this  Region,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  new  Hough, 
Model  HH,  Diesel  powered  Payloader  for  the  Highway  Department 
for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $12,500.00  and  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $6,250.00  therefor,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate 
and  issue  a  one  year  serial  note  for  the  balance. 
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16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  new  Ford 
Police  Interceptor  for  the  PoHce  Department,  for  a  sum  not  to  ex- 
ceed $1,500.00  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $750.00  there- 
for; and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  and  issue  a  one-year 
serial  note  for  the  balance.  Any  and  all  articles  relative  to  pur- 
chasing a  Police  car  or  cruiser  annually,  passed  by  previous  Town 
Meetings,  are  hereby  rescinded. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  three  Tax  Map  Asses- 
sors' Sheets  approximately  18"  x  24"  in  size  with  index  cards  keyed 
to  each  owner  of  property.  This  appropriation  shall  be  a  continuing 
appropriation  yearly  until  the  completion  of  the  entire  Town,  un- 
less rescinded  by  vote  of  the  future  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  reso- 
lution :

Authorizing  filing  of  application  with  the  United  States  of 
America  for  an  advance  of  funds  to  provide  for  the  planning  of 
Public  Works  under  the  terms  of  Public  Law  560,  83rd  Congress  of 
The  United  States,  as  amended.

the  public  interest  and  to  that  end  it  is  necessary  that  action  pre- 
liminary to  the  construction  of  said  works  be  taken  immediately;  and 
WHEREAS,  under  the  terms  of  Public  Law  560,  83rd  Congress,  as 
amended,  the  United  States  of  America  has  authorized  the  making 
of  advances  to  public  bodies  to  aid  in  financing  the  cost  of  engi- 
neering and  architectural  surveys,  designs,  plans,  working  drawings, 
specifications  and  other  action  preliminary  to  and  in  preparation  for 
the  construction  of  public  works;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Applicant  has  examined  and  duly  considered  such 
Act  and  the  Applicant  considers  it  to  be  in  the  public  interest  and 
to  its  benefit  to  file  an  application  under  this  Act  and  to  authorize 
other  action  in  connection  herewith; 

NOW,  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  the  Town  of  Hud- 
son, a  municipal  corporation,  in  Annual  Meeting  assembled,  it  be- 
ing the  governing  body  of  the  Applicant,  as  follows : 


1.  That  the  construction  of  said  public  works  is  essential  to 
and  is  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Applicant,  and  to  the  end  that  such 
public  works  may  be  provided  as  promptly  as  practicable  it  is  desir- 
able that  action  preliminary  to  the  construction  thereof  be  under- 
taken immediately; 


2.  That  Frank  A.  Nutting,  Jr.,  Selectman  of  the  Town  of 
Hudson,  New  Hampshire,  be  hereby  authorized  to  file  on  behalf  of 
the  Applicant  an  application  (in  form  required  by  the  United  States 
and  in  conform^ity  with  said  Act)  for  an  advance  to  be  made  by 
the  United  States  to  the  Applicant  to  aid  in  defraying  the  cost  of 
Plan  preparation  for  the  above  described  public  works,  which  shall 
consist  generally  of  approximately  17  miles  of  trunk  and  intercep- 
tion sewers  with  appurtenant  structures  along  First  Brook,  Second 
Brook,  Reed's  Brook  and  the  Merrimack  River;  and  a  sewage  treat- 
ment plant; 


3.  That  if  such  advance  be  made,  the  Applicant  shall  provide 
or  make  necessary  arrangements  to  provide  such  funds,  in  addition 
to  the  advance,  as  may  be  required  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  plan 
preparation  of  such  public  works; 

4.  The  said  Frank  A.  Nutting,  Jr.,  Selectman  of  the  Town  of 
Hudson,  New  Hampshire  is  hereby  authorized  to  furnish  such  in- 
formation and  take  such  other  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
the  Applicant  to  qualify  for  the  advance; 


5.  That  the  officer  designated  in  the  preceding  paragraph  is 
hereby  designa.ted  as  the  authorized  representative  of  the  Applicant 
for  the  furnishing  to  the  United  States  such  information,  data,  and 
documents,  pertaining  to  the  application  for  an  advance  as  may  be 
required ;  and  otherwise  to  act  as  the  authorized  representative  of  the 
Applicant  in  connection  with  this  application. 
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6.  That  certified  copies  of  this  resolution  be  included  as  part 
of  the  application  for  an  advance  to  be  submitted  to  the  United 
States.

Annual  Report 

Your  Planning  Board  submits  the  following  as  its  annual 
report : 

Climaxing  several  years  of  study  and  consideration  by  many 
of  the  citizens  giving  freely  of  their  time  and  experience,  a  new- 
Zoning  Ordinance  and  Building  Code  was  submitted  to  the  Town 
at  a  special  meeting  on  July  17th  last. 

With  minor  changes  it  was  adopted  and  is  now  working  well, 
thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  our  appreciative  citizens,  who  realize 
full  well  that  without  zoning  and  control  of  construction  through 
a  basic  code  the  Town  could  not  keep  abreast  with  modem  cities 
and  towns. 

As  time  marches  on  it  will  be  seen  where  changes  should  be 
made  in  order  to  protect  the  many  and  will  be  recommended  for 
adoption. 

Let  us  always  weigh  carefully  any  suggested  changes,  that  they 
build  on  the  foundation  of  wisdom  and  are  constructive  and  not 
destructive.

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YEAR  OF   1956 

The  year  has  passed  with  our  financial  picture  improving  and 
),000.00  in  Bonds  and  Notes  paid  off.  Current  expenditures  ran 
higher  than  expected  which  was  due,  mainly,  to  the  unusually  high 
costs  of  snow  removal  in  the  spring,  but  the  Actual  Revenue  was 
higher  than  anticipated,  so  that  we  ended  just  slightly  in  the  black. 

During  the  year  Special  Meetings  were  held  in  which  a  new 
Zoning  and  Building  Code  was  adopted  and  amended.  We  hope 
that  this  will  be  the  means  of  a  healthy  growth  within  the  Town. 

This  year  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  increase  valuations  of 
property  so  that  our  values  are  nearer  the  State  average.  We  feel 
that  we  are  now  valuing  property  at  about  46  to  50%.  This  in  affect 
reduced  our  tax  rate  in  the  same  proportion.  The  average  taxpayer 
still  pays  the  same,  but  our  tax  rate  is  much  more  conducive  to 
bringing  Industry  into  Town.  The  Board  of  Trade,  the  State  Plan- 
ning and  Developing  Commission  through  the  Planning  Board, 
Hudson  Industrial  Associates  and  your  Board  of  Selectmen  have 
been  working  to  this  means  with  a  very  favorable  outlook  for  1957. 
The  help  of  every  citizen  is  needed  to  keep  us  informed  of  any  fac- 
tories or  industries  who  are  looking  for  a  location,  so  that  they  may 
be  contacted.  Stabilizing  your  tax  payment  depends  on  careful 
spending  and  added  revenue  through  industry. 

We  are  sorry  to  announce  that  the  oldest  member  of  our  High- 
way Department  has  had  a  partial  retirement,  due  to  poor  health. 
Mr.  Harry  Sanders  has  nearly  35  years  of  service  with  us  and  is  one 
of  the  best  Grader  Operators  in  the  country.  He  will  be  greatly 
missed  in  that  capacity,  but  expects  to  work  part-time  for  us  until 
such  a  time  as  he  is  able  to  return  for  full-time  work. 

While  our  thoughts  are  with  the  Highv/ay  Department,  serious 
consideration  should  be  given  to  replacing  our  present  loader.  It 
is  now  six  years  old  and  the  repair  costs  greatly  exceeded  $1,000.00 
in  1956.  Elsewhere  in  the  Report  is  our  Major  Equipment  List 
which  shows  the  estimated  life  of  the  machines.  As  can  be  seen, 
equipment  should  be  replaced  regularly  so  that  no  one  year  will 
have  excessive  expenditures. 

On  Veterans'  Day,  November  11,  1956,  the  Alvirne  Memorial 
Field  was  dedicated.  The  program  and  parade  roster  can  be  found 
on  a  separate  page  of  the  Report.  Our  thanks  to  Mr.  Arthur  Tru- 
fant,  Capt.  Lake  Munday,  Laurent  Brault  and  all  others  who  had 
charge  of  the  successful  completion  of  this  program. 
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We  sincerely  thank  one  and  all  for  their  cooperation  during  the 
year  and  hope  for  many  more  years  of  the  same. 

In  closing,  we  offer  the  following  message;  "Analyze  the  past, 
consider  the  present  and  visualize  the  future"  as  it  is  up  to  us  to 
mould  the  kind  of  future  we  should  like  to  have  for  our  Town  of 
Hudson.

1956  REPORT  OF  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

Playground  activities  under  the  direction  of  the  Town  Recrea- 
tion Commission  and  the  Playground  and  Craft  Instructors  were 
carried  on  from  June  18,  through  August  24,  with  approximately 
300  children  and  teen-agers  participating  during  the  past  year. 

Special  events  included  a  Field  Day,  a  Kite  Flying  Contest,  a 
picnic,  a  Father  and  Son  baseball  game  and  several  Tournaments. 
These  are  in  addition  to  the  usual  playground  games  and  activities. 

The  Playground  Little  League  was  most  active  during  the  past 
season,  and  the  older  boys'  team  which  was  started  last  year  is  now 
well  established  and  will  be  continued  during  the  coming  year. 

A  girls'  Softball  team  was  organized  and  provided  much  enjoy- 
ment for  both  the  girls  and  the  spectators. 

The  Craft  program,  one  of  the  most  popular  activities  con- 
nected with  the  playground  was  very  well  attended.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  program  will  be  continued,  but  it  is  difficult  to  procure  in- 
structors for  the  salary  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Although  a  section  of  the  playground  was  plowed  and  flooded 
for  skating,  it  did  not  prove  too  satisfactory.  It  seems  difficult  to  get 
a  good  foundation  for  flooding  in  order  to  provide  a  smooth  surface 
for  skating  on  the  playground. 

Although  the  Commission  was  ready  to  start  a  playground  at 
Hudson  Center,  we  are  unable  to  do  so,  as  the  land  for  this  pur- 
pose is  not  yet  available.  It  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  started  during 
the  coming  year. 

We  continue  to  receive  many  requests  from  both  adults  and 
teen-agers  for  a  tennis  court.  It  is  felt  by  the  Commission  that  a 
tennis  court  should  be  considered  in  the  near  future,  to  provide 
for  this  type  of  recreation  for  adults  and  teen-agers.

The  town  dump  which  receives  no  attention,  where  waste  material 
is  scattered  about  without  supervision  of  any  description,  soon  be- 
comes a  community  menace  and  a  liability  rather  than  an  asset.

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REPORT  ON  THE  ATHLETIC  FIELD 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  have  the  surface  of  the  playing  field  in 
condition  for  use  by  the  students  of  Alvime.  This  area  received  a 
great  deal  of  use  during  the  fall  season.  The  average  load  of  that 
area  was  over  250  students. 

The  far  side  of  the  field  will  be  completed  in  early  spring  and 
a  fence  of  a  sort  will  be  put  around  the  water  hole.  The  baseball 
diamond  is  usable  and  we  plan  to  continue  work  toward  skinning 
the  infield  area.  We  have  followed  very  closely  the  plans  sent  to  us 
by  the  supervisor  of  Fenway  Park  and  feel  sure  we  are  building  a 
good  diamond. 

We  now  have  two  water  holes  which  are  expected  to  give  us 
ample  water.  The  sprinkler  will  be  in  constant  use  through  most  of 
the  spring,  summer  and  fall.  The  mowing  problem  has  been  solved 
with  the  Locke  mowing  machine.  However,  it  is  impossible  to  use 
this  machine  on  the  banks  and  the  school  does  not  have  a  machine 
suitable. 

We  are  aware  of  the  problem  that  upkeep  of  this  area  will  pre- 
sent. Constant  use,  even  with  our  present  spacing,  wears  the  turf 
and  re-seeding  of  certain  areas  is  absolutely  necessary. 

There  is  considerable  time  and  effort  used  in  the  fall  season 
to  mark  and  line  the  areas  in  use. 

It  would  appear  that  the  surfacing  and  fencing  of  the  tennis 
courts  is  the  next  major  project.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1955,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  indicated  by  the 
budget  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $4,691.40,  less 
a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $4,366.30,  resulted  in  a  net 
budget  surplus  of  $325.10.
